train. Oneof the robbers climbed into the 
tenderand from that point of vantage was 
master of the ane. fhe men in the cab 
were at his mercy and weré compelied to obey 
his commands. 
CAPTURE OF THE EXPRESS CAR. 

The other robber in the meantime bad gone 
back to the express car and had uncoupled it 
from the rest of the train. Entering the car 
he intimidated the express messenger by pre- 
senting a brace of revolvers at his head and 
ordering him to disarm himself. The messen- 
ger obeyed and the robber possessed himself 
of the messenger’s weapons and then through 
the window called to his confederate in the 
tender, All right; let ber go.“ The latter 
repeated the command to the engineer, who 
had nothing to do but obey. He opened the 
throttle and the engine and express car sped 
away from the rost of the train. 

Meanwhilethe robber in the express car 
had not been idle. He compelled the mes- 
senger to open the safe by a threat of death 
and to transfer the safe’s contents te a large 
gunnysack, which the robber had brought 
along to convey the booty in. The messenger 
again obeyed. The robber then made 
a hasty examination of the car to 
see that nothing valuable was overlooked 


and giving asignalto his confederate the lat- 
ter ordered e ongineer to slack up. This 
done the robbers disembarked and made their 
escape in the darkness. ‘All this was done so 
quickly that the engine had proceeded only a 
mile and a halt from Pryor Creek, and the 
robbers had completed the robbery and 
effected their escape before the surprised train 
men knew what had occurred. o attempt 
was made to pursue the road agents, and the 
engineer ran back to the creek, picked up his 
train and pursued his trip. 
THE AMOUNT STOLEN. 
The train was the regular express, which al- 


lected a betterone for the robbery. 

reported at first that the mail car had been 
2 bed and the passengers relieved of their 
money and valuables, but when the train 
reached here at2 a.m. that report was found 
to be untrue. When the train arrived here 
Express Messenger Johnson had just com- 
pleted footing up his loss. The total figures 
were between $45,000 and $50,000. This loss 
must be borne by the Pacific Express Co. 
which operates on the line of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas. 

An attempt to rob the Santa Fe train was

KNIGHTS AND FARMEBS. 


Probable Combination of the K. of L. and 
the Alliance. 


COLUMBIA, Ga., Nov. 25, 
HE dispatches from At- 
lanta have touched on 
the movement which is 
on footto form a com- 
bination between the 
Knights of Labor and 
the Farmers’ Alliance, 
but they have not su¢- 
gested the full signifi- 
cance of this proposed 
coalition. 
1 have talked with Mr. 
Powderly and other 
members of the Knights of Labor of more or 
less prominence, as well as with Col. Liv- 
ingston, President of the Georgia State All- 
ance, and other alliance men, and I find that 
they have pretty well come to the con- 
clusion that the principles of 
the two organizations are very nearly 
identicak and that while there may not be a 
complete merging of the two into one there Is 
almost certaln to beafederation which will 
provide for an offensive and defensive al- 
liance to secure concérted action in all mat- 
ters of common Interest. 

The magnitude and importance of this step 
will at once be seen when the fact is taken 
into consideration thatthe Knights on Novem- 
ber I numbered upwards of 250,000 members 
paying dues, while the alliance has an organ- 
ization in every State south of New York ex- 
cept Pennsylvania, inthe Western and North- 
western States with hardly an exception, and 
is spreading into New England and to the 
Pacific Coast. It hasa membership in the 
State of Georgia alone of 90,000, and it is 
proportionately strong in all the Southern 


States. All told membership lis claimed of 
upward of 1,500,000. In addition to this 
the Knights believe that if its amalgamation is 
accompliabed not only will the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, with ita halt million or more 
members, join in, but that other labor organ! 
zations, like the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers — the like, will also come into the 
foid. Even if only the alliance and the 
Knights come together it will be the most 
powerful labor organization ever kuown. 

The National Organization of the Farmers’ 
Alliance meets in St. Louis, Mo., December 83. 
A strong committee of the K. ot L., ha 
full power to act, has been appointed to 
tend that meeting and it is firmly believe 
both the leaders ofthe Knights and the 
liance that the amalgamation will be effected.

Gallagher is charged with the murder of his 
wife. The defendant isa paper: poses, He 
had been separated from his wife, Mary Ann, 
for some time before the murder. 
On the afternoon of February 27, 1888, 
Gallagher sent a note to his wife asking 
her meet him in a room at the 
Freeman House, corner of Broadway and 
Morgan street, opposite the Union Market. 
Mrs. Gallagher went. Sbe was accompanied 
by afriend, Mary Butler. Gallagher was in 
waiting and led them a room which 
he had rented on the second floor. 
He said he wanted to effect a reconciliation 
with his wife and so informed her. She, it 
appears, was agreeable to such a step, and 
the two were soon engaged in conversation 
over their prospects. At intervals they sent 
the girl Mary Butier out to get a pite er of 
beer. All drank freely. About 8 o’clock inthe 
evening peg got up from his chair, gave 
the Butler 10 cents and told her to get 
some more * She put on her hat and 
went out, with the pitcher in her hand. She 
returned afew minutes later and was 1 
fied to find Gallagher and his wife Tod 
on the bed, their bodies covered with pio 
which gushed from numerous wounds. 
Gallagher had been cut and stabbed 4 
times in the breast and neck and was dead 
when found. Gallagher’s throat was cut from 
ear to ear, yet life was not yet extinot. 
He was unconscious, however. A bloody 
razor lay on the floor and the crimson 
food had saturated the carpet and bed cloth- 
ing. The alarm was at once given and agsist- 
ance called. The body of Mrs. Gallagher was

Henry M. Stanley. state. Out ot the 102 

members remaining he doubted if fifty would 

live to reach the Albert Lake. He made the 

best arrangements possible and went on. 

They were terribly harassed by wild natives, 

who inflicted considerable loss on the 

best part of Stanley’s force. The 

time of his letter begins after 

his report sent out in September, 1888, and the 

place is onthe Itura River. The canoes on 

the river were deserted for a land imarch on 

the north bank on October 30. The stock of 

provisions had been small, but the column 

Came upon a plantation in charge of Dwaries, 

where the men feasted. Many failed to make 

provisions against the long march before 

them, and as it was ten days before they came 

upon another plantation the loss of life was 

terrible. Then smaii-pox broke out causing 

fearful loss of life. While suffering from lack 

of food and the ravages of disease they 

stumbled on the principal village of the dis- 

trictof Andikumu. It was surrounded bya 

fine plantation, and there the people gorged 

themselves so that at least one map in twenty 
was entirely incapacitated for duty. 


a A HALT FOR FORAGE. 

On December 9,’’ he says, we were com- 
pelied to halt for forage in the middle of a 
vast forest at a spot indicated by my chart to 
be not more than two or three miles from 
Ituri River, which many of our people had 
deen. While we resided at Fort Bodo l sent 
150 rifles back to a settlement that was fifteen 
miles back on the route we had come, while 
many Manyema followers also undertook to 
foliow them. On the fifth day, having dis- 
tributed all the stock of flour in camp, and 
having killed the oniy goat we possessed, I 
was compelled to open the officers’ ae 
Vision box and ke a pound pot of but- 
ter, with twocupfule of my flour) to make an 
imitation gruel, there being nothing else save 
tea, coffee, sugaranda pot of — 2 in the 
boxes. In the afternoon u boy died and the 
condition ot the majority of the rest was most 
disheartening. Some could not stand, falling 
down inthe effort to do so. These constant 
sights acteaon my nerves unt I began to feel 
not only moral but physical sympathy, as 
though the weakness was contagious. Before 
night a Mahdi carrier died. The last of our 
Samolis guve signe of a collapse and the few 
Soudanese with us were scarcely able to move. 
When the morning ofthe sixth day dawned 
we made broth with the usual pot of butter, 
an abundance of water, a pot of condensed 
milk and a cupful of flour for 130 people. 

CALLING A COUNCIL. 

The chiefs and Bonny were called to a coun- 
ell. At my suggestion a reverse to the forag- 
ers ot such a nature as to exclude our men 
from returning with news of the disaster,the 
were altogether unable to comprehend sue 
a possibility. They believed it possible that 
these 150 men were searching for food, with- 
out which they would not return. Thev were 
askod to considerthe supposition that they 
were five days searching for food, without 
which they would not return, and then had 
lost tne read, perhaps, or having no 
white leader, had scattered to loot 
goats and had entirely forgotten their 
starving friends and brothers in the camp. 
What would be the state of the 130 people five 
days hence? Bonny offered to stay with ten 
mon in the camp if 1 provided ten days’ food 
for each rson while I would set out to 
search for the missing men. Food to make a 
light cupful of gruel for ten men for ten days 
was not difficult to procure, but the sick and 
feeble remaining must starve unless I met 
good fortune, and accordingly a store of but- 
termilk, flour and biscuits were prepared 
and handed over tothe charge of Bonny. In 
the afternoon of the seventh day we mus- 
tered everybody besides the garrison of the 
camp, ten men. 

SBAROCHING FOR THE MISSING. 

‘*Sadia Manyema, Chief, surrendered four- 
teen of his men to their doom. Kibbobora 
another chief, abandoned his brother, an 
Funai, another Manyema chief, left one of his 
wives and her little boy. We left twenty-six 
feebie and sick wretches, already past all hope 
unless food could be brought them within 
twenty-four bours. In acheery tone, though 
my heart was never heavier, I told the forty- 
three hunger-bitten people thatI was going 
back to hunt for the missing men. 
We traveled nine miles that  after- 
noon; having passed several dead people on 
the road, and early on the eighth day of their 
absence from camp we met them marching in 
an easy fashion. But when we were met the 
pace was altered, so that in twenty-six hours 
from leaving starvation camp we were back 
with an abundance around us of gruel and 
porridge, boiling bananas, boiling plantains 
roasting meat and simmering soup. is had 
been my hearest approach to absolute starva- 
tion in all my African experience. Altogether, 
penn persons succumbed in this dread- 

camp. 


TIDINGS FROM BMIN. 
Nothing was heard from the white men on 
Lake Albert until December 16, when at Zvaris 
the following letter was received from Jeph- 
son: 


lng to tell you the position of affairs in this 
country, and 1 trust the letter will be de- 
liverea to you at Cavalli in time to warn you 
to be earefal. On August 18 a rebellion broke 
out here and the Pasha and I were made pris-

Regaf, and some ot the worst rebels were even 
for putting him in irons, but the officers were 
afraid to put their plans into execution, as the 
soldiers said they never would permit any one 
to lay a hand on him. Plans were also made 
alg ty you when you returned and strip 
u ot ali you had. Things were in this con- 
ition when we were startled by the news 
that the Mehdi’s people bad arrived at Lado 
with three steamers and nine sandais and 
muggers and had established themselves on 
the site of the old station. Omar Sail, their 
General, sent up three peacock dervishes 
with a letter to the Pasha demanding the in- 
stant surrender of the country. robe 
officers seized them and put them in prison 
and decided on war. After a few dae the 
Mahdists attacked and captured Regaf, kill- 
ing five officers and numbers of soldiers 
aud taking many women and children 
prisoners, and and all the stores and 
ammunition in the station were lost. The 
result of this was a general stampede of the 
eople from the station of Brodons Kirri and 
uggi, who fled with their women and chil- 
dren to Labore, abandoning almost every- 
thing. At Kirri the ammunition was 
abandoned, and was seized by natives. The 
Pasha reckons that the Mahdists number 
about 1,600. Theofiicers and a large number 
of soidiers have returned to Muggi and intend 
tomake a stand against the Mahdists. Our 
position here is extremely unpleasant, for 
since the rebellion all is chaos and con- 
fusion. There is no head, and haif a dozen 
conflicting orders are given every day and no 
one obeys. The rebel officers are wholly 
unable to control the soldiers. The Baris have 
joined the Madhists. If they come down here 
with a rush 2 Can save us. 

The officers are all frightened at what has 
taken place and are anxiously awaiting your 
arrival and desire to leave the country with 

ou, for they are now really persuaded that 

hartoum has fallen and that you have come 
from the Khedlive. We are like rats in a trap. 
They will neither let us act nor retire, and I 
fear, unless you come Very soon, you will be 
too late and our fate will be like that of the 
rest of the garrisons of the Soudan. 
Had this rebellion not happened the Pasha 
could have kept the Mahdists in check some 
time, but now he is powerless to act. I would 
suggest, on your arrival at Kavallis, that you 
write a letter in Arabic to Shukri Aga, Chief 
ofthe Msewa station, telling him of your ar- 
rival and telling bim you wish to see the 
Pasha and myself. Write also to the Pasha or 
myself telling us what number of men you 
have with you. It would perhaps be better to 
write to me as a letter to Him might be confis- 
oazed. Neither the Pasha nor myself think 
there is the slightest danger now of any at- 
tempt to capture you for the people are now 
fully persuaded that you have come from 
Eeypt and they look to you to get them outof 
their difficulties. Still it would be well for 
you to make your camp strong. If we are not 
able to get out ot the country please remem- 
ber me to my frieuds, etc. ours faithfully, 

JEPHSON. 
THE PASHA SET FREE. 

A postscript dated November 24, says: 

‘*Snortly after I bad written you the soldiers 
were ied by their officers to attempt to retake 
Regatf, but the Mahdists defended it and killed 
six officers and a large number of soldiers. 
Among the officers killed were some of the 
Pasha’s worst enemies. The soldiers in all 
the stations were 80 n and angry 
at what happened that they declared they 
would not attempt tofight unless The Pasha 
was set at liberty. Sothe rebel officers were 
obliged to free him andsent him to Wadelai 
where heis freeto doas he pleases, but at 
3 he Boy not resumed author-

to do so. e hope in a few days to be at Tun- 
geres Station on the lake, two days by steamer 

rom Nsabe, and I trust when we hear of your 

arrival thatthe Pasha bimself will be able to 
come down with me to see you. We hear that 
the Mahdists sént steamers to Khartoum for 
reinforcements. If so they cannot be up here 
for another six weeks. If they come up here 
with reinforcements it will beallup with us, 
for the soldiers will never stand against them, 
and it will be a mere walkover. Every one is 
anxiously looking for your arrival for the 
coming of the Mahdists has completely cowed 
them. We may just manage to get out if you 
do not come later tnan the end of December, 
butitis entirely impossible to foresee what 
will happen. 


THE SIEGE OF DUFFLE STATION. 

Johnson ina second postecrip, dated De- 
cember 18 says: 

‘*Mogo, the messenger not having started I 
send a second postscript. We were not at 
Tanguru on November 16. The Mahdists sur- 
rounded Duffle station and besieged it for 
four days. The soldiers, of whom there are 
about 500, managod to repulse them and they 
retired to Regaf their headquarters. As they 
have sent down to Khartoum for reinforce- 
Mente and doubtless will attack again when 
Strengthened. In our flight from Wadelai, 
the officers requested me to destroy our boats 

dthe advances. I therefore broxe it up. 

fie is being renovated as fastas possible. 
The Pasha is unable to move hand or foot 
asthere isstilla very strong party against 
him, as officers are no longer in immediate 
fear of the Mahdists. Donotonany account 
come down to us at my former amp ou the 
lake near Kavalis Island, but make your camp 
at Kavalls on the plateau above. Send a let- 
ter directly you arrive there and as soon as 
we hear of your arrivall will come to you. I 
will not disguise facts from you that you will 
haveadifiicuit and dangerous work before 
you in dealing with the Pasha’s people. I 
trust you will arrive before the Mahdists are 
reinforted or our case will be desperate. 
Yours, faithfully, JEBPHSON.’’ 


STANLEY’S ADVICE TO JEPHSON. 

‘**Emin’s indecision when I left him whether 
to gait Wadelai or remain,’’ Stanley contin- 
ues, determined me to reply to Jephson: ‘‘Be 
Wise, be guick, and waste no time. Brin 
Buifa and your own Soudanese with you. 
have read your letters half adozen times over, 
but fail to graspthe situation thoroughly, 
because in some important details one letter 
contradicts the other. In one you say the 
Pasha is a close prisoner, while you are 
allowed acertain amount of liberty. In the 
other you say you will come to me as 
soon as you hear of our arrival here, and 
‘Il trust,’ you say, ‘that the Pasba will 
be able to accompany me.’ Being prisoners, I 
fall to see how you could leave Tanguru at all. 
All this is not very clear to us, who are fresh 
from the bush. Ifthe Pasha can come, send 
a courier on your arrival at your camp on the 
lake below here to announce the fact and I 
willsend astrong detachment to escort him 
to the plateau; even to carry him if he needs 
it, Ifeeltoo exhausted after my 1,300 miles 
of travel since 1 parted from you last May to 
go down tothe lake again. he Pasha must 
have some pity for me. Don’t be alarmed or 
uneasy on our account. Nothing hostile can 
approach us within twelve miles without my 
knowing it. 1 am in the thickest of a friendly 
population and iflsound a war note within 
four hours I can have 2,v00 warriors to assist 
me to repel anv force disposed to violence, 
and if it is to be a war why then I am ready 
for the eunningest Arab alive. I have read 
your letter a half dozen times and my opinion 
of you varies with each reading. Sometimes I 
fancy you ure half Mahdist or Arabist, then 
Eminist. Ishall be wiser when I see you. 
Now, don’t you be perverse, but obey and let 
my order to you be asa frontlet between the 
eyes, ahd ail, with God's gracious help, will 
end well. Iwant to help the Pasha some- 
how, but he must also help me and oredit 
me. 


FASOINATED BY Tu So DAN. 

„On January léeth, says Stanley, I re- 
eéived with this batch of letters two notes 
from the Pasha bimself confirming the above. 
But nota word from either Jephson or the 
Pasha indicating the Pasha’s purpose; did he 
still waver or was he at lastresolved. With 
any other man than the Pasha or Gordon one 
would imagine that being a prisonerand a 
fierce enemy hourly expecting to give the 
coup mortal, he would gladiy embrace the 
first chance to escape from the country given 
up by his Government. But there was no hint 
in the letters what course the Pasha would 
follow. These few hints of mine, however, 
will throw some light on my postscript, which 
here follows, and of my state of mind after 
reading these letters. wrote a formal letter, 
which might be read by any person, Pasha 
Jephson or any of the rebels, and addressed 
it to Jephson, as requested, but on a sepaiate

THE ARRIVAL OF JEPHSON. 

In the course of bis correspondence Mr. 
Stanley says: ‘‘On February 6 Jephson arrived 
in the afternoon at our campat Kavaliis. I 
was startied to hear Jephson in plain, un- 
doubting words say: ‘Sentiment ia the Pasha’s 
worst 2 No one keeps Emin back but 
Emin himself.’ This is the summary of what 
Jephson learned during the nine months from 
nee | 25, 1888, to February 6, 1889. I gathered 
sufficient from Jephson’s verbal report to 
conclude that during nine months neither 
the Pasha Oasati nor any man in the 
province bad arrived nearer any other 
conclusion that what was told us ten months 
before. However, the diversion in our favor 
created by the Mahdists’ invasion and the 
dreadful slaughter they madeof allthey met 
inspired us with hope that we could get a 
definite answer at last. Though Jephson 
could only say: ‘I really can’t tell you what 
the Pasha means todo. He says he wishes to 
go but will not move. No one will 

tis impossible tosay whatany man 
„ Pernaps another advance by the 
Mahdists will send them all pell-meli towards 
you, to be again irresolute and requiring sev- 
eral weeks’ rest.. 
COURIER FROM EMIN. 

Stanley next describes how he had already 
sent orders to mass the whole of his forces 
ready for contingencies. He also speaks of 
the sugvestions he made to Emin as to the 
best means of joining him, Insisting upon 
something definite; otherwise it would be his 
(Stanley’s) duty to destroy the ammunition 
and march homeward. Hecontinues: ‘‘Feb- 
ruary 18a native courier n in camp 
with aletterfrom Emin, and with the news 
that he was actually at anchor just below our 
plateau camp. But this is his formal letter to 
me, dated the 13th: 

Sin—In answer to your letter of the 7th 
inst., 1 have the honor to inform you that 
yesterday I arrived here with my two steam- 
ere carrying a first lot of people desirous to 
leave this country under your escort. As 
goon as I have arranged for a cover for my 

eople, the steamers have to start for Mawa 

tation to bring on another lot of people. 
Awaiting transport with me are some twelve 
officers anxious to see you, and oniy forty 
soldiers. They have come under my orders 
to request you to give them some time to 
bring their brothers from Wadelal, and I 
promised them to do my best to assist 
them. Things having, to some extent, 
now changed, you will be able to 
make them undergo whatever conditions 
you see tit to impose upon them. To arrange 
hese ISshall start from here with officers for 

our rg after having provided for thé 
camp, and if you send carriers I could avail 
me of some of them. I hope sincerely that 
the great difficulties you had to undergo and 
the greet sacrifices made by your expedition 
on its way to assist us, may be rewardet by 
full success in — out my people. Th 
wave of insanity which overfan the country, 
has subsided and of such people as are now 
coming with me, we may be sure. Permit me 
to express once more my cordial thanks for 
whatever you have done for us. nr

George Hunt Pendleton was born in Cincin- 
nati, O., July 25, 1825. He was educated and 
admitted to the bar in Cincinnati. After a

term in the Ohlo State Senate he was sent to 
Congress as a Democrat in 1856 and served 
until 1865. He was a member of the Committee 
on Military affairs during each term. He was 
nominated for Vice-President on the ticket 
with George B. McOlellan for President in 
1864 and unsuccessful candidate for Governor 
of Onio in 1869. He was sent to the United 
States Senate in 1878 and served until 188, 
when he was appointed Minister to Berlin by 
President Cleveland. During his Senatorial 
term he was chairman of the Committee on 
Civil Service Reform. He married in 1840 
Alice, daughter of Francis Scott Key. Mrs. 
Pendleton was thrown from her carriage in 
Oentral Park, New York, and killed about two 
years ago. Their daughter was injured in the 
same accident. Mr. Pendleton was then at 
Berlin. He never recovered from the shock 
of his wife’s death, and suffered a shock of 
Paralysis soon afteward.

He hoped that 
he will soon be able to promote humanity in a 
region which had been outraged by much bar- 
barity. 

In conclusion King Humbert said: ‘‘I shall 
always pursue the work of civilization from 
which all our advantages arise. 

The King was enthusiastically cheered on 
his way to and from the Palace of Parliament.

Witmesses on the Stand for the Defense 


Unimportant Testimony. 


OCnicaGco, III., Nov. 2%.—When Judge Me- 
Connell’s court was called to order this 
morning, Mm. Wertz, the milkman who tes- 
tified for the prosecution in the case, was re- 
called by Mr. Forrest for the defense, and went 
over his testimony again, and also testified as 
toa conversation he had with two police- 
mena day or so after the body had been 
discovered. The witness told the officers tha; 
he saw a bay horse with a white face coming 
north as he was going south; that the buggy 
stopped in front of the Carlson cottage, and 
that he saw a tall man get out and go into the 
cottage. The witness was then examined at 
length as to his conversation with the police- 
man and admitted that he had told the officers 


that be did not know what day it was that he 
saw the horse and buggy drive up.

IN BEHALF OF O’SULLIVAN.

Under the name of L. Miller he had rented a 
room in that bulildiadg eight months 
ago. He had furnished it neat- 
ly but cheaply, and an examination 


of it after he had been removed to his resi- 
dence showed a womanss dress, a fan anda 
face powder box, and other indications of the 
presence ofawoman.

„Many of our millionaires are either ac- 
tively or passively hostile to the enterprise. 
They do not want to have the town crowded 
at the risk of being jostied by ‘‘common’’ 
people from the country. 

„t bas taken a month to raise a paltry fund 
of five millions, and it is not secured yet. In 
such a cause, in the richest city on the conti- 
nent, ten or twenty miliions ought to have 
been subscribed in less than halt the time. 
The less wealthy merchants and a few rich men 
have done their part well. The majority of 
our millionaires and rich corporations have 
done nothing except bring shame upon the 
city by their niggardliness and thelr utter 
lack of civic pride.“ 


NO CLAIMS TO PRESENT. 

Another article from the same paper says: 

‘‘A morning newspaper 8 ran over 
the list of Congressmen from this city aud be- 
moaned the fact that not one of them is a man 
capable of speaking for the city as Samuel 8. 
Cox would have spoken, had life been spared 
to him, in behalf of the Worid’s Fair project. 
But on what text could Mr. Cox have spoken? 
How could he have lifted up his voice to 
vaunt the glories of New York and to demon- 
strate its supremacy as the metropolis of the

RUSSIAN RAILWAYS. 


Visit of Count Antonio Zdzairsaki to This 
Country—Siberian Exiles. 
By Telegraph tothe Post-DIsPaATCR. 
LocKrortT, N. ., Nov. %.—Count Antonio 
Zdizaireki, the Russian engineer, visited the 
Cowles Electric Smelting & Aluminum 


Works yesterday. The Count’s visit to this , 


country is in behalf of his Government to 
inspect, with a number of other engineers, 
some railroads of the United States. The 
Government of Russia is building a railroad 


across Siberia to the Pacific Ocean. There 
will be 4,000 miles of track and 2,500 miles of 
river transporation. Oount Zdzairski’s mis- 
sion is to inspect the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road, as the climate conditions of Canada 
are much the same as those in Siberia. He 
will make a study of iron and steel bridges, 
rail and other metal work of the road. The 
Count was one of the chief engineers who 
built the Russian railroad from the Caspian 
Sea nearly to India. The rapidity with which 
this road was constructed and the obstacies 
that were overcome astonished the engineer- 
ing profession. The Count said that on the 
Caspian Sea & Afghanistan Railroad the rates 
for freight and passengers are so high that 
caravans of camels still proceed on their way 
laden with teas, silks, spices, cotton and 
sugar from the far East, directly alongside 
the railroad, with which they still manage to 
compete and hold their own. The railroad 
has only two trains per week each way. 

When told of Kennan’s narrative and de- 
scription of tne Siberian exiles the Count re- 
marked: We do not see why criminals 
should be sent to a very fine country and 
given their liberty ;that is no punishment.’’ He 
thought he voiced the general feeling amon 
the Government supporters that the effect o 
agitation and newspaper talk would be to in- 
crease the severity of exile and punishment. 
It was necessary to treat political criminals in 
the manner described. e related that there 
were 60,000 prisoners and exiles that were not 
permitted to locate permanently anywhere. 


FAILED FOR $50,000. 


Censternation Ameng the Oustemers of 
Susskind & Co. 


New YorkK, Nov. 25.—The reported failure of 
Jos. Susskind & Co., ‘‘oankers,’’ at 138 and 
140 Canal street, caused consternation among 
the Polish Jews in the lower East Side yester- 
day. The firm, according to its sign, does a 
business in railroad and steamship tickets, 
money orders, drafts, andin foreign money, 
besides having an interest in a European 


— express. The frm's custom was to do 
usiness of a Saturday between 4 and 
o’cliock p. m., but the place was shut up 
at these hours last Saturday. A report 
thatthe firm had falled soon spread and a 
crowd of excited depositors gathered about 
the doors. Early yesterday morning the crowd 
reassembled in the hope that business woulda 
begin along about midday as usual on Sunday 
but it did not. On the door somebody ha 
r a slip of paper reading: I have failed 
or 580,000. It was signed J. Susskind, 
but whether it was authentic or not there 
was no way of learning. At 3810 Kast 
Seventy-ninth street, where Mr. Suss- 
kind and the company of the firm, Herman 
Kohn both live no information could be ob- 
tained. The firm’s chief business so far as 
could be learned, was transmitting money 
from peopie here to releatives in Germany 
and Russia. ‘They did this withthe aid ofa 
banking-house onthe other side. They also 
sold transatiantic steamship tickets and sent 
them to Europe for the use of persons intend- 
to come to this 9 

Banker Susskind, o did business at Canal 
and Bowery, and whois charged with huav- 
ing run off with his depositors’ money, is still 
missing. This morning, despite the down- 

uring rain, a crowd of excited Germans, 
orwegians and Denes congregated in 
front of the banking-house. They wanted to 
break in the door of the deserted bank, 
but were prevented the police. The 
notice posted on the door yesterday to the 
effect that Susskind & Co. had failed for $60, - 
000, and were obliged to close their establish- 
ment, had been torn down. Susskind dis- 
appeared on Friday night and bas not been 
geen or heard from ‘since, He did a large 
business in the sale of emigrant tickets for 
the different Trans- Atiantic lines.

He was to take the next train, 
with other Nevada delegates, and will be here 
this evening or to-morrow morning. We 
have tLe greatest hopes of experiencing some 
benefit from this convention, and I do not see 
any reason why we should not.’ 


A MISSOURI DELEGATES. 

Dr. A. C. Churchill of Nevada, who came in 
this morning, aroused considerable interest 
in the Southern Hotel rotunda this morning 
by the expression of his views. Coming from 
this State they are of considerable interest, 
and when fully understood will attract con- 
siderabie attention from the convention. Dr. 
Churchill at once convinces one that he has 
studied the question exhaustively and fully 
understands it. 

**Iwantthe best protection possible, ne 
said this morning, for American silver. I am 
for a universal coin, but first we want a foun- 
dation. I want coin certificates in both silver 
and gold, not either. I want them paid in 
the proportion of the two metals held inthe 
treasury, andI want bonds paid in the same 
way. Then in order to protect the country 
from becoming the dumping ground for the 
world’s silver, as some fear, I want all silver 
e's into this country stamped ‘ com mer- 
cial.’ Then we should bave a government 
officer to stamp the silver produced by our 
mines, as it is turned out as bullion, ‘coin 
silver,’ and coin no others. This would pro- 
tect American silver, and prevent any poss!i- 
bility of our having to carry the silver of any 
other country.’’ 

OTHER DELEGATES

THE CHARTERS REVOKED. 


SECRETARY LESEUER’S FIRST ACTION UN- 
DER THE ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


The List as Furnished Mostiy Composed of 
Corporations Leng Since Dead—The De. 
funct Companies Shown by the St. Louis 
List—The Companies Really Bound Up 
in Trusts Escape. 


HE promised decapita- 
tion of Missouri corpo- 
rations failing to re- 
spond to inquiries sent 
out by the Secretary of 
State, under the anti- 
trust law, has at last 
been made by Secretary 
Leseuer. Corporations 
were given until Novem- 
ber 1 to answer, but the 
time was later extended 
to November 16. The 
list is along ope, and at 
first glance the law 
would seem to be a pow- 
erful one. On closer 
inspection, however, it 
will be seen that the re- 
vocations are of the 
corporations long since dead 
or absorbed legitimately by others, 
while the live ones affected are 
generally companies which are known 
to have no trust alliances. The com- 
panies which really do come under the trusts, 
notably the White Lead, Linseed, Sugar, etc., 
escape entirely. The Diamond Match Oo. Is 
the nearest approach to what the law was in- 
tended todo. This being the case, the only 
result of the law so far isto relieve the books 
of the Secretary of State of the names of cor 
porations that do not exist, but which have 
been carried for years as live institutions. 

Secretary Leseuer also gives a list of foreign 
corporations which have failed or refused to 
answer the questions propounded under the 
law. 

The result of the law to date can best be 
seen by a study of the list ot the St. Louis 
corporations whose charters have been re- 
voked. They are as follows:
